James J. Hill declined to permit curfew to 
ring yesterday afternoon. He seized the 
clapper of the bell and warned the bankers 
of the nation, assembled in the Auditorium 
theater, that the tendency of the times is for 
the farmers to forget the wheat crops and 
prefer to pump up the automobile tires. 

In an address, which the bankers openly 

criticised as near-pessimistic, the railroad 
king of the northwest told the American 
Bankers’ association that a crisis in the do- 
mestic affairs of the United States is due 
within themext decade and that the flocking 
of the farmers to the towns and the cities is 
directly responsible for the approaching 
trouble. 
Mr. Hill, amid intense silence on the part 
of an audience which filled the theater, quiet- 
ly leaned upon a reading desk and portended 
business and commercial “breakers dead 
ahead unless there is an immediate and rad- 
ical change in the nation’s internal affairs. 


‘Sees Day of Wheat Importing. 
The railroad magnate flatly predicted that 
the United States will be a nation importing 
rather than exporting wheat within the com- 
ing ten years. His was an appeal to the 
farmer to stay with the soil, and his argu- 
ment to the bankers was that it is their busi- 
ness to discourage the movement of the 
farmers to the towns and the cities. 

In a wey the address of Mr. Hill was con- 
sidered as bordering upon the sensational by 
the ultra-conservatives in the ranks of the 
financiers. One genuine bomb which Mr. 
Hill exploded was his allusion to the tariff, 
which escaped no one. He spoke of the 
ability of the nation to increase tremendous- 
ly its natural products. But,“ he 
claimed, the farmer has been discouraged 
by seeing every industry preferred to his. A 
false policy of stimulating these by legis- 
lative favors has naturally tended to tempt 
the intelligent, energetic, and ambitious into

LENIENCY POR AUTOISTS ENDS 


Long Suffering Kenilworth to 


Impose Heavy Penalties. 
KIND TREATMENT A FAILURE 


Chauffeurs Who Exceed the Speed Lim- 
it May Be Put in Prison.

Jail sentences and the heaviest fines ever 
imposed are promised automobile scorchers 
who after next Sunday run in conflict with 
the speed limit law of the village of Kenil- 
worth. 

This decision was reached at a meeting of 
the village board last night, after various 
reports showed the acheme of “ persuasion,” 
which hed been on trial for several months, 
was a failube. Henceforth the borough, long 
known as the most tolerant with the speeder, 
will be the most severe. There are evidences 
of codperation from Glencoe, Evanston, Lake 
Forest, Highland Park, Winnetka, and Wii- 
mette. 

“ ¥ou cannot coax or educate the speeder 
up to observance of the law; you’ ve got to use 
a club on him,” ts the terse way W. I. Wood- 
ward, chairman of the police board, put it. 

Early last year, when Glencoe got into dis- 
favor with the speeder through the infliction 
of heavy fines, the officials of Kenilworth 
hit upon the scheme of persuasion and co- 
operated with the Chicago Automobile club. 
Village policemen made no arrests, but 
merely took the numbers of the offending 
machines, and then the automobile club 
wrote the owners and made the gentle re- 
quest to keep within the village speed limit 
of fifteen miles. 


Progressive Schedule of Fines. 

Later a leeway of five miles was given, and 
machine drivers who made a practice of 
traveling at a greater rate than twenty miles 
were taken before Justice C. L. Rush of 
Wilmette, who generally imposed a fine of 
$5, sometimes $10, and in flagrant cases $15, 
but that was the limit. 

The speed limit now has been fixed definite- 
ly at twenty miles, and the penalty for run- 
ning twenty-one miles was fixed at $21 and 
a dollar more for every additional mile up 
to twenty-six, for which the fine was fixed 
at $52, and double the rate of travel up to 
thirty miles and over, for which the penalty 
was fixed at 6100. 

For the second offense jail sentences were 
determined upon, and John Vennema, the 
village attorney, was instructed to take to 
court for probable jury action every offender 
who resisted the punishment inflicted by the

Address of the “Builder.” 

Mr. Hill's address was in part as follows: 

“The public is now to some extent awake 
to the relative value of the different occupa- 
tions as sources of wealth. The farm is our 
main reliance. Every other activity depends 
upon that. The farms of this country are 
now adding annually over $3,000,000,000 to 
the total of our assets, a total which, unlike 
that of manufacturing and other industries, 
represents not value conferred by human 
labor upon some material already existing, 
but value actually created out of elemental 
things. 

„This is the annual miracle of the earth, 
quite as wonderful as if a new planet should 
appear in space each twelvemonth. It is the 
mother of every other form of human indus- 
try. Our tiHable area may be made to sup- 
port millions of people greatly multiplied 
after the last bit of mineral has been extract- 
ed from the earth and man’s ingenuity in 
fashioning tools and fabrics has passed its 
limit. There is no comparison, in volume, 
in value, and in relation to human enterprise 
and the continuance of human life, bet ween 
the cultivation of the soil and any other 
occupation. 

„80 far the majority of people will agree. 
What they fail to realize practically is the 
declining status of agriculture in this coun- 
try. They are misied by the statistics of 
farm values and products, mounting annu- 
ally by great leaps, into thinking that this 
absolute increase implies a relative advance 
of this industry as compared with others. 
Exactly the opposite is the case. 1, refer 
not merely to the quality and results of our 
tillage, concerning which something may

An autopsy by Dr. H. G. W. Reinhardt, 
coroner’s phyaician, established the fact that 


the young woman came to her death from 


carbolic acid poisoning. 

The body was discovered by Samuel Naden. 
145 North Robey street, and his daughter, 
Mrs. W. H. Fox, members of a party which 
had gone to the woods in search of wild 
grapes. It was within 100 feet ot Lovers’ 
Lane,” a winding path through the woods, 
more than a mile from the village of La 
Grange. 

May Be Chicago Woman. 

The young woman is not known in Hinsdale 
or La Grange, and Charles E. Johnson, an 
undertaker and acting village. marshal, be- 
lieves that she was a resident of Chicago, 
probably living on the west side. 

The young woman’s handbag, containing a 
small pocketbook in Which was $1.20 in 
change, was found near the body. The bag 
otherwise was empty, except for a small piece 
of broken mirror. 

The presence of the man's ring and the 
place chosen by the young woman for her 
death—near a favorite trysting place for 
young people--leads the acting marshal to 
believe that a love affair was the direct cause 
for her act. One puzzling feature is that, 
although a thorough search was made, no 
trace of the dead girl’s hat could be found. 

Dr. Reinhardt said that from the appear- 
ance of the body the young woman had not 
been dead much longer than twelve hours 
before found. 


Entered Woods Unseen.

Order to Inspectors Said to Con- 
stitute Record for a Sys-

Final instructions for Taft day were issued 
by Chief of Police Steward to his inepectors 
‘yesterday afternoon.. They formed a doc- 
ument known officially as general order 
number 12 —said to be one of the longest 
and most detailed genera! orders ever issued 
in the department, 

Starting with Chief a and Assist- 
ant Chief Schuettler all the principal officers 
of the force are given specific duties to per- 
form in connection with the different ts 
scheduled. for tomorrow. “Each one of the 
nine inspectors is assigned to a definite part 
of the day’s program—the total constituting 
a systematic policing said never to have been 
equaled for a similar event. 

In addition to the general order there will 
be oral instructions to the big squad of de- 
tectives who will guard the president every 
second of the day, and the inspectors will 
cover many of the minutiae peculiar to their 
own assignments in their instructions to 
their men. 


Order Covers Many Details. 

After giving the president's schedule for 
the day the order reads: 

The general superintendent of police and 
assistant general superintendent of police 
will escort the president througho.t the day 
and evening. 

Inspector William P. Clancy, command- 
ing the Seventh division, will take personal 
charge of the temporary stairway and plat- 
form at Fifty-fifth streeet and the Lake 
Shore tracks, where the president and party 
will disembark. He will see that all persons 
are kept off the railroad tracks within a 
radius of one block except the committee in 
charge and members. of the press, who will 
have proper credentials signed by the gen- 
eral.supérintendent of police. He will see that 
a solid line àtf police is formed from the 
railroad platform to the pretzident's guto- 
mobile, which will be directly under the ele- 
vated structure. 

Aeting Inspector Haines, commanding 
the Second division, will police the south 
side of Fifty-fifth street from the Lake Shore 
tracks to Washington park, north on the west 
drive of Washington park to Grand boule- 
vard and north on Grand boulevard to Thir- 
ty-ninth street. He will police the north side 
of Fifty~-fifth street from the Lake Shore 
tracks for two blocks east to take care of 
traffic at that place. 

Inspector Stephen K. Healy, commard- 
ing Sixth division, will police Grand boule- 
vard from Thirty-ninth street to Thirty-fifth 
, Street, Thirty-fifth street to South Park ave- 
nue, South Park avenue to Thirty-third 
street, Thirty-third street to Michigan boule- 
vard, Michigan boulevard to Twenty-second 
street. 

Inspector John Wheeler. commanding the 
First .division, will police Michigan avenue 
from Twenty-second street north to Van 
Buren street.

Commands Central District. 

Inspector Patrick J. La vin. commanding | 
central division, will police Michigan boule- 
vard from Van Buren street to the Art in- 
stitute. In this territory he will dtrect Capt. 
Charles C. Healy, commanding mounted 
squadron, to assist with his men. Inepector 
! Lavin will have his men in line at 11 o'clock 
a. m. After the president and party pass 
Inspector Lavin will allow his men to go to 
lunch and report back in their places in line 
at 2.o'clock, when the president will visit the 
Art institute. Inspector Lavin will take per- 
sonal charge of the police arrangements at 
the Orchestra hall in the evening and will 

make such detail for that occasion as he 
deems fit. 

‘Inspector Stephen K. Healy command-

‘Inspector John L. Revere. commanding 
Fifth division, will police Jackson boulevard 
from Sangamon street to Ashland avenue.

Police to Guard Ball Park. 


Inspector P. D. O’Brien, commanding the 
third division, will detail a sufficient number 
of police around the ball park.

John Bauder, drillmas- 
ter, and the drill squad are hereby ordered to 
report to Inspector O’Brien at the ball park, 
who will see that they are assigned in charge 
of the grand stand.

“Commanding offcers will instruct their 
subordinates to be careful of the children, 
and after the parade is over to escort them to 
the oars. 

“ Commanding officers will instruct their 
men to keep the people well within the curb 
line.

Controller of the ‘ales Lawrence o. 
Murray, who has been in office for less than 
a year, has revolutionized the business of 

bregulatintz the national banks of the country. 
He told the convention of bankers yeaterday 
that a change of system has been inaug- 
urated which in the near future should make 
unnecessary further talk about the guaranty 


of bank deposits. 

“TI believe in just one kind of guaranty of 
deposits, said the controller, and in what 
he said the bankers generally underatood 
that ‘he reflected the policy of the Taft ad- 
ministration— I belieye in the guaranty 
which. comes from the controller of the 
currency doing his duty under the, law, from 
the bank examiners doing their duty“ and 
from the executive officers and directors of 
the bank doing their full duty, in acoordence 
with the oaths of office which they take. That 
is the only kind of guaranty of deposits in 
which I believe. That kind is practicable, 
and it does not cost the banks an extra dol- 
lar, nor permit depositors to lose e dollar.“ 

The controller caused a hear sensation 
when he declared freely and frankly that the 
operation of the banking system would “ 
accelerated by a separation of the nati 
and state banks when such institutions! — 
handled under one roof. 

His statement was not so broad in n- 
guage, but the bankers accepted his dec! . 
tion as a strong protest against a combma- 
tion of the federal and state banking syst¢ * 
in one establishment. i 


Murray Outlines His Ideas. 

He said in part: 

„% Examiners had gone on for years, work- 
ing in the same district, conferring with 
nobody, each following his own methods of 
examination, eften faulty and crude, and 
knowing nothing of a borrower’s standing 
and little of the value of securities, except 
what they learned in the banks in districts 
to which they were assigned. An examiner 
cannot make a reliable estimate of the value 
of the assets which he finds unless he has a 
broader basis of information than will be 
able to get by going around and examining 
only certain banks and none other. 

„% The service was therefore reorganised 
A new basis. The country was divided into 
eleven districts; some one of the best exam- 
iners in the service was named as chairman 
of each district; and the examiners assigned 
to each district were required to attend a 
joint meeting in their district at least twice 
a year. 

On of the first things to which I gave 
attention was the relation of the bank exam- 
iners to the banks. An investigation of this 
matter showed that some of the bank exam- 
iners were stockholders, many of them were 
borrowers; some of them were officers in cor- 
porations which borrowed money from the 
banks which they were themselves examin- 
ing; others were officers or directors of na- 
tional banks; and some were officers or di- 
rectors of state banks. 

For the first time, therefore, since the na- 
tional bank act went into effect, forty-six” 
years ago, there is not an examiner in the 
service today who owes a national bank a 
dollar; there is not an examiner in the serv- 
ice who owns a share of stock in any one of 
the seven thousand national banks; there is 
i not an examiner in the service who is an 
‘Qflicer or director of any corporation which 
borrows a dollar from any national bank: 
there is not an examiner engaged in any 
business except ctamining banks, and there 
ig not a man in the service who is not giving 
his best energy, hie best thought and his un- 
divided attention to hie work.“ 


Stimulates Directoral Control. 
J come now to the question of d ral 
ation 
to controversy. 

»The director of a bank who poses before 
the people as the trusted custodian of their 
funds and who is using his trusteeship for the 
purpose solely of personal gain, who is reck- 
lessly speculating with the people’s money 
by borrowing unwarranted sums upon insuf- 
ficient security, is the greatest mendte to 
the safety of the banking systemtoday. The 
elimination of this type of director from the 
contro! of banking institutions and the fos- 
tering of a keener sense of responsibility 
among a certain class of bank directors of 
the duties of their high office is being at- 
tempted by me through all the means at my 


“The reasons for my determination to 
make an effort to stimulate directoral control 
were two: First, a national commission is 
now making a study of the entire banking 
situation in this country. And as in the 
present banking law the duties of directors 
are not specifically set out, it seemed well 
to ascertain definitely just how the 7,000 
banking corporations chartered by the gov- 
ernment are internally managed by the 
board of directors; so that if in the new law 
it seems wise for congress to specify in detail 
what the duties of directors shall be it will 
have the statistics as to just how the 
are managed at the present time. And, 
secondiy, I desired to find out just how the 
banks are managed so that, with no addi- 
tional legislation at all, bad conditions may 
be remedied ty good, effective administra- 
tion. 

And I can say to you now that I firmly 
believe that before the end of this year every 
single bank will comply with this reasonable

Joseph I. Jaibert, president of the Ent- 
eago Clearing House association and vice 
president of the Commercial Nationa dank, 
in an address of welcome delivered to the 
Dankers declared sound money laws to be 
the first issue of the hour, and,, pointing to

Mr. Reynolds, in amplification of nis pian, 
ald that a great central bank, acting as tne 
fieca) agent of the government and being the 
depository of its funds, should be under gov- 
ernment supervision or control but shouta 
Bot be given power to support the PvVodilic 
¢redit. But it should be given by law the 
power, under proper restrictions, to issue its 
notes to be used as a circulating medium, 
and so in time of need furnish credit in pro- 
portion to the reasonable needs of business. 

Such an institution, declared Mr. Reynolds, 
would go a jong way toward solving present 
Gnancial probiems in the United states. 


Forecasts Commission Report? 

The recommendations of Mr. Reynolds 

were accepted by his auditors as presaging 
the recommendations which the national 
monetary commission will present to con- 
gress. Senator Aldrich is chairman of the 
commission, which is composed of nine sen- 
ators and nine representatives. Mr. Reynolds 
has been closely associated with the com- 
mission in an advisory capacity. He was 
a member of the commission of experts ap- 
pointed by the monetary commission to in- 
vestigate currency systems of the countries 
of Europe His address was accepted by his 
auditors as an outline in a general way of 
the commission’s conclusions relative to — 
central bank and currency matters. 
Mr. Reynolds’ declaration that the pro- 
posed great central bank must be a central 
bank in fact as well as in name was taken 
by many to mean that it should be located 
im Chicago. 

In closing his address, President Reynolds 
Genounced proposals for the establishment 
by the government of a parcels post and a 
postal savings bank system as fallacies and 
schemes tending toward paternalism. He 
urged the members of the association to use 
all their influence in turning public sentiment 


in their communities against such innova- 
tions. : 


Reynolds Explains Need ot Bank. 
As the result of a study of the financial 
systems of the various countries of the world 
and the knowledge gained from actual ex- 
perience in business of some of the changes 
necessary in order that we may secure a 
System of currency that will meet all the 
requirements of our rapidly growing business 
and which will at the same time command the 
+} Confidence and respect of the entire business 
word. I am convinced that weshould have 
@@ablishead in this country a central bank, 
With power of note issue, to be operated 
_Sidér governmental supervision or control,“ 
‘10 President Reynolds. 
he panic of 1907 was probably the most 
Bevere one ever experienced in this country, 
And since we were forced into a period of 
financial confusion and disaster to business 
at a time when the physical conditions of 
Our country were apparently in such « 
healthy condition, it is plain thet there exist- 
ed some great cause for such @ sudden up- 
heaval. a 

I believe you will agree with me that 
much of the cause is properly chargeable 
to our currency system, since under it the 
banks of the country were unable to expand 
their notes rapidly engugh or to the extent 
necessary to meet the requirements of the 
situation. 

“Under existing conditions the require- 
ments on national banks for reserves are such 
that in times of need the banks are forced to 
contract their credits instead of expanding 
to meet the requirement of business, thus re- 
éucing, rather than increasing their credit 
giving power. Again, under our present sys- 
tem there is not svfficient flexibility in our 
bank notes to enable banks to meet the rea- 
sonable demands of business on them during 
times of emergency. 


Calls System Unscientific. 


“With about six hundred and fifty million 
dollars of our circulating medium consisting 
of national bank notes secured by United 
States 2 per cent bonds, carried by the banks 
at a highly inflated value, the only flexibility 
shown has been a material expansion of our 
bank notes during the last few months, when 
we have had a plethora of money and interest 
rates have been abnormally low; and since 
our banks could not have followed any other 
course without suffering great loss through 
the sale of their- United States bonds, it 
proves that our system is wholly unscientific 
end in times of stress impractical. 

“A central bank, organized under a charter 
which would give it these powers, and oper- 
ated under an intelligent management, 

Would go a long way toward solving our 
* financial problems. 
“ First, it must be a central bank in fact as 


well as in name, and its powers and functions 


should be restricted to the needs of busi- 
ness; its plan of organization and operetion 
ghould be such that it would automatically 
support the needs of and be the servant and 
not the master of ‘business.

Outlines Functions’ of Bank. 

“While such bank should be the fiscal 
Agent of the government and have all gov- 
ernment funds deposfted with it, the bank 
‘should not be given the power to support the 
public credit, as that should be done by the 
government itself and by the people in an 
fndividoal capacity. It would not be wise to 
‘Bive the covernment su or control 
over a central bank, and at the same time 
allow the bank to be used by those who 
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not, at the beginning at least, interfere with : 


the functions of the national banks of the 
country, and the only effect of the adoption 
of the plan I sugegest would be to take away 
from the national banks all of the funds of 
the government now deposited with them. 
The charter under which the bank would 
be organized should provide that the bank 


would have branches in each of the cities 


where there is now a subtreasury and in 
such other cities as would be necessary to 
give an adequate service tothe whole coun- 


try: and since the bank would be the fiscal © 


agent of the governemnt, this would do away 
with all subtreasuries. 


Tackles Subject of Credits. 


“Up to this point the whole plan seems to 
be simple, but we are now brought to a con- 
sideration of the most important principles 
involved in the whole question—viz.: From 
whom shall the bank accept discounts; what 
shall be the character of the paper eligible 


for discount; and how shall it account to | 
the public for the proceeds of dis¢ounts when | 


the requirement for credit by the business 
interests of the country is exceptionally large 
and its coin reserves are not sufficient to 
cover same? These are subjects upon which 
many of our leading financial authorities, as 
well as many of our statesmen, differ in opin- 


ion, for upon the settlement of these questions |

**I feel sure we all agree that a short time 
eredit created in the actual conduct of busi-

requirements—the proceeds of these loans 
would be required in some form of money 
which could be used as a circulating medi- 
um. The only possible way to provide for 
this would be to give the bank the right to 
issue its own notes. Very well, you say, 
but how shall these notes be secured. Tais 
is the rock upon which the craft of many a 
financial student has been wrecked, and it 
has provoked the most heated discussions 
among political economists and practical 
business men. 

„The security for a bank note, first of all, 
should possess the qualities of safety and 
availability. The safest form of security 
would be gold coin, but since it would not be 
available in quantities sufficient to enabie the 
bank to carry a coin reserve equal to its out- 
standing notes, we must find some other way 


by which we can require that these notes will’ 


be secured and at the same time give us a 
safe and élastic form of currency which will 
expand or contract automatically as the re- 
quirenfent for discounts inoregses or de 
creasés. , 

„ Permit me to say in this connection I de- 
Heve the notes of the bank should be secured 
in part by a coin or metal reserve, but if we 
secure the relief we need, a considerable per- 
centage of the notes thus issued must be se- 
cured in some other way. What shall we re- 
quire this security to be? It should be a se- 
curity which, in the natural course of busi- 
ness, will first be redeemed and through its 
redemption or payment bring into the treae- 
ury of the bank actual money.

1 would require that the appointment so 
made be approved or confirmed by the sen- 
ate, and I would so arrange their terms of 
Office that the majority of this board should 
not go out of office during any period of eight 
consecutive years—thus providing against a 
change in the policy in the management of 
such a bank, even though we should have a 
freak administration for two consecutive 
terms. 3 

“I would have another board selected by 
the stockholders, the members of which 
would confer with the officersand thissuper- 
vising board, but in order that the mandze- 
ment of the bank might be entirely removed 
from politics, and to prevent the possibility 
of any syndicate gaining control of the bank, 
I would have the supervising board, after 
they had conferred with the board represent- 
ing the stockholders, vested with full power 
to appoint the directors and president of the 
bank to their respective positions for long 
periods of time, or for life, subject, of course, 
to removal for incapability or malfeasance 
in office, 

Man believe that a provision in its char- 
ter which would provide that the secretary 
of the treasury and the controller of the cur- 
rency be members of its board of directors 
would give the government sufficient super- 
vision over a central bank. 

The establishment of a bank along these 
limes, with the details properly worked out 
and fully described in its charter would, with 
some slight modification in our present na- 
tional bank law, give us the desired relief. 


Points Out Lessons of 1907. 


“In 1007 we had in the United States 
$1,780,000,000 of gold coin, of which amount 
$1,100,000,000 was held in the treasury, yet 
we turned to Burope for assistance, with the 
result that the Bank of England alone fur- 
nished us directly: and indirectly about $100,- 
000,000 of gold. 3 

When you consider that the average 
amount of gold carried by the Bank of Eng- 
land during 1907 was only about $200,000,000, 
or one-ninth of the amount in this country, or 
ohe-fifth of the amount carried in the vaults 
of our treasury it will furnish food for re- 
flection. At that time our treasury held over 
$100,000,000 more gold than was held by the 
Bank of England, the Bank of France and 
the Reichsbank of Germany combined, and 
we had in this country just about double the 
amount of gold carried by all of these banks; 
still, we were forced to turn to them for help, 
simply because we were not able, under our 
existing currency laws to use the facilities 
that we possessed. 

„There should be a change in our present 
laws governing national banks, giving them 
greater powers to compete with state banks, 
and thus encourage a growth in the number 


of banks in the national system under federal 


control. 

„ National banks should be allowed to act 
as trustees, and they should be given the 
right, under a specific declaration of law, to 
accept savings deposits, but the savings de- 

thus received should be 
from their general deposits. Furthermore 
than this, the law should define definitely 
the character of imvestments the banks 
should carry against savings deposits, which 
investments

intended to be more than a makeshift, which 
it was hoped would meet our needs in an 
emergency, pending consideration by con- 
gress of the whole subject, and is not, there- 
fore, given serious consideration in any dis- 
cussion of the subject at this time. 

The appointment by congress of the na- 
tional monetary commission was the first 
step taken by the government with a view 
of enacting such legislation as would pro- 
vide for us an adequate system of currency, 

„The report which the commisssion will 
make to congress will be a complete financial 
history of the principal countries of the 
world for the last 100 years. It will forma 
textbook upon currency and will be given 
general distribution among our people. 

‘All great national problems are settled 
by the people, and the enactment of laws at 
Washington, by congress, is only a reflection 
of public sentiment. 

‘If you oppose the establishment by this 
government of postal savings banks, a par- 
cels post, and such other fallacies—and I 
take it that you do oppose all these schemes 
which tend so much toward paternalism, 
and if you would discharge your duty .to 
yourself, to your community, and to your 
country, you will do what you can to exercise 
in your respective communities an influence 
on public sentiment on the currency question 
which will be reflected in the votes of your 
representatives in congress when laws are 
enacted giving to us a system of currency 
which will make the United States domi- 
nant in the business affairs of the world as 
she is now the leader in all that goes to pro- 
mote human comfort and human happiness.” 

Urges Bankers to Action. 

Mr. Talbert, at the conclusion of words of 
welcome, declared the country had been 
drifting along in financial fog too long and 
that e attention of bankers should be 
turned toward remedial legislation. He said 
in part: 

“Tt is discreditable, not to say disgrace- 
ful, that we have not a currency system 
that will meet every legitimate need of busi- 
ness. There are no valid reasons why we 
have not such a system. After recent expe- 
rience failure to perfect the currency and 
place it upon a basis as sound as that of any 
other country in the world would be a na- 
tional shame. 

“The currency commission no doube will 
report a wise and safe solution of our prob- 
lems, but. when it comes to framing and 
enacting laws based upon their recommenda- 
tions they will need the support not only of 
bankers but of the business interests of the 
whole country, and most of all the influence 
of the press to stimulate congress to action. 

We have learned by experience how to 
deal with panics and by the use of credit how 
to mitigate some of the evils which they en- 
tall; but we shall not be able to prevent 
panics until the government, which itself 
harmfully meddles in the business of bank- 
ing, shall permit its charteredibanks, always, 
of course, within proper limitations and un- 
der safe regulations, the use of the civilized 
weapons of financial warfare, and the em- 
ployment of defenses for protection of in-

Reacts on the Markets, | 
“The effect of a constant decrease in the 
number of those engaged in producing any 
foodetuff, while the nymber of consumers 
steadily grows, is already evident in our 
markets. We exported last year 68,000,000 
bushels of wheat, which was about 80,000,000 
bushels more then we had to spare, We 
drew down our supplies to that extent, and 
the market responded with the highest prices 
known for many years. Last May wheat 
that had been shipped from Kansas City to 
Chicago and sold there was resold and 
shipped back to Kansas City at an advanced 
price. 
In the same month wheat was taken out 
of storage in New York City, shipped by 
steamer to Galveston, and sent by rail to 
supply the immediate needs of mills in the 
wheat delt. This season there will be an 
unusual wheat crop, probably 700,000,000 


pushels or upwards. At six and «a halt’ 


bushels per capita for home consumption 
and seed, this leaves us a surplus of 115,000,- 
000 bushels. We shall probably export 128, 
000,000 bushels, under the pressure of foreign 


demand, leaving us nearly as badly off as we | 


were last year. 

“With our annual increase of over 1.5 per 
cent in poputation from natural causes and 
immigration that has not been less then 
three-quarters of a million any year since 
1902, there will be from two to two and a 
half million more mouthe to feed every year. 
Having in view this increase in population, 
the declining average yield per acre of cul- 
tivated land in the United States after it 
has been farmed for a few years, the rise of 
per capita consumption, with a higher cost 
ef living, and the movement of the working 
population away from the land, the time is 
now approaching when we shall not only 
cease to be a wheat selling nation, but will 
find it necessary to import a portion of what 
we consume. 


We Do Not Feed the World. 

“Yast year the value of our total exports 
classfied as foodstuffs, either crude or partly 
or wholly manufactured, and food animals, 
amounted to $488,000,000, We imported of 
the same classifications nearly $329,000, 000. 
The idea that we feed the world is being 
corrected; and unless we can increase the 
agricultural population and their product, 
the question of u source of food supply at 
home will soon supersede the question ofa 
market for our own products abroad. 

„Our foreign trade in the past has rested 
mainiy on our exports of products drawn 
from the earth diréctly, or only once re- 
moved. Our manufactures for export are (o 
a large extent natural products subjected to 
a few simple processes. How are we to meet 
the immense trade balance against us, how 
prevent financial storms of frequent occur- 
rence and destructive force, how feed the 
comin iitiéns, if the farmer, who pays most 
of the bills, has retired to the city or the coun- 
try town in order that his children may the’ 
better enjoy their automobiles and enter into 
the delights of the social game? 

Since the percentage of those at work 
on the soll declined by about one-fourth in 
the last thirty years, we have to consider 
not only the increase of food demand over 
its domestic supply, but also that disturb- 
ance of the balance between one form of 
industry and another upon which prosperity 
and stability depend. Up to this time other 
industries than agricultural would have 
flourished and grown amazingly in the United 
States without any artificial stimulus, be- 
cause the large percentage of the total pop- 
ulation engaged in agriculture furnished an 
adequate market. This condition is changing 
rapidly. 

The perfection of our transportation sys- 
tem has made a market accessible to every 
fapmer, and carries his produce at the lowest 
rates in the world. His life has become more 
comfortable and desirable. But the increased 
cost of living bears most hardly upon him, 
while it entices his children to the centers 
where they think that the larger income now 
found necessary may be won more easily. 
And while the enhanced price of grain may 
induce him to enlarge his wheat acreage, it 
does not lead him to more careful tillage. 


America as a Wheat Importer. 

The situation, then, sums itself up thus: 
We have almost reached a point where, ow- 
ing to increased population without increased 
production per acre, our home food supply 
will be insufficient for our own needs: within 
ten years, possibly less, we are likely to be- 
come a wheat importing nation; the percent- 
age of the population engaged in agriculture 
and the wheat product per acre are both fall- 
ing; at the same time the cost of living is 
raised everywhere by this relative scarcity 
of bread, by artificial increase in the price 
of all manufactured articles, and by a habit 
of extravagance which has enlerged the view 
of both rich and poor of what are to be oon- 
sidered the necessaries of life. These plain 
facta should disturb and arouse not only the 
economic student but the men who are most 
intimately related to the wealth of the na- 
tion and most concerned that it shall not suf - 
fer loss or decrease. 

“You deal with wealth in its most con- 
densed and universal form. That wealth is 
the slow accretion of many centuries, It 
changes its form and occupation with won- 
@erful facility; but, so slight at all times is 
the margin between the world’s production 
and its consumption, that ite savings have 
been acquired almost as slowly and painfully 
as the miser’s hoard, 

„ Practically only a few months lie be- 
tween a universal cessation of production 
and the destruction of the human race by 
starvation. The marvelous diversity of mod- 
ern industry and its producte blinds us to 
the Bare simplicity of the situation. Those 
who, like you, are main factors in supplying 
to industry the means to carry it on, who 
open up the main and lateral channels 
through which the fertilizing stream of cap- 
ital thay be turned upon the otherwise barren 
geld of labor, should be alweys mindful of 
the first great source and storehouse of ha- 
tional wealth, and the most sensitive when- 
ever it is depleted or endangered. 


Smaller Farm; Best Methods. 

“ What we must come to—and the signs of 
the times indicate that we cannot make head 
in that direction too rapidly—is the smaller 
farm, with a more intensiveagriculture. We 
support, in round numbers, 90,000,000 of peo- 
ple on 3,000,000 square miles of land. We 
should be able to support 160 per square mile 
as easily as thirty; and then we should have 
but a fraction of the density of population of 
Denmark, with 167 inhabitants per square 
mile, Holland with 448, or our own state of 
Rhode Island with 407 in 1900. | 

„ But the education of a whole people in 

ht methods of tillage is a stupendous task. 
It took England nearly fifty years to do this, 
with powerful agéncies at command and with 
a control over her farmers through lease- 
hold conditions that no one in this country 
possesses. She has raised her average wheat 
yield from twelve and fifteen to upwards of 
thirty. bushels an acre. If ft should take us 

y years we would by that time prohabiy 
have doubled our population also and barely 


kept pace with our necessities. But wetiave '

Decline in Agriculture, 

“The returns of ‘Great Britain's board of 
egriculture show that there are less than 
15,000,000 acres under the plow today, as 
against 15,500,000 acres thirty-five years ago. 
An investigation of the decline in the agricul- 
tural population in France has disclosed two 
mai causes. 

“One is this same rise of prices. which 
sends the young to the cities because they 
believe that they can reach independerice 
sooner there than on the farm, where they 
must labor for years before they can put 
enough capital together to engage in busi- 
ness for themselves. 

The other is the temptation to indolence, 
extravagance and inefficiency offered by the 
pension system. With support given by the 
state to civil as well as military servants 
and promised to old age unaccompanied by 
any other claim, men seek the comparative 
ease and excitement of the town in early 
years, believing that in age and infirmity 
some one else will pay for their self-indul- 
gence. 

But every nation will still learn and pro- 
gress by bearing manfully the consequences 
of its own mistakes. They will stand or fall 
hereafter as heretofore according to their 
care of the one great resource—the soil; the 
one indispensable occupation—agriculture; 
and the maintenance of a proper economic 
relation and balance between it and all 
others.“ 


Every State Represented. 

The formal sessions of the convention. be- 
gan in the morning. When President Rey- 
nolds hammered the gavel on the stage of 
the Auditorium practically every seat upon 
the big floor was occupied by the delegates, 
representing forty-six states and territories. 
In the boxes were the wives and daughters 
of the delegates. | 

Except for the noise, the assembly’ of bank- 
ers had all the appearance of a national 
political convention,, Banners reared upon 
standards marked the location of the states. 
Tilinois had the place of honor and the largest 
section of seats. New York was next door 
on the right. Michigan was over on the 
left, and Pennsylvania had .« i sized 
block of chairs in the adjacent section. 

The state and the city extended welcome to 
the 5.000 visiting financiers. Gov. Deneen 
bore the greetings of Illinois and Joseph T. 
Talbert, president of the Chicago Clearing 
House association, spoke for Chicago and 
for the associated bankers of the city. The 
invocation was delivered by the Rev. Joseph 
A. Milburn of Plymouth Congregational 
church. 


Bankers Glad to Be Here. 

Col. Robert J. Lowry of Atlanta. Ga., for- 
mer president of the Americén Bankers’ 
association, responded to the addresses. of 
welcome. We are glad to be here,” said 
Col. Lowry.

Speaker Joseph G. Cannon was one ot the 
distinguished guests seated on the platform.

At the afternoon session of the convention.

were had from the committee on bills of lad- 
ing, urging the bankers to stand by the uni- 
form bill of lading recommended by the inter- 
state commerce commission, and from Secre- 
tary Fred Farnsworth and from Chairman 
Watts of the executive council. James B 
Forgan of Chicago presented the report of 
the currency commission, recommending 
that action be postponed for at least one 
year upon the many questions which are 
before it. Ali of the committee reports were 
approved by the association.

A.—A friend of mine 
who was with me; first he called at my house 
and we went together, and I believe Mrs.

Q.—Did you remain in that room until you 
departed? A,—I did until I was about to take 
my departure, and then I walked through 
the parlor and there left Inspector McCann 
and left the house through the front door. 

Q.—So the doors between this back room 
and the parlor were open so that you could 
Walk through into the parlor? 

Objected to. Objection sustained.

Tyrrell Tells His Story. 


The testimony, of Attorney Tyrrell ran in 
this way: | 

The first time I met the inspector was in 
Judge Brentano’s courtroom, where he was 
giving bail on one of the last indictments. 
I spoke to him and he called me aside and 
said to me: * You remember the Max Plum- 
mer case?"

He is on the relief schooner Jeannie 
now and probably is shooting bear on the 
western coast.” 

„ What lite ts there to be found at the 
north pole?

Commander Peary declined to discuss the 
charges that he took supplies at Etah be- 
longing to Dr, Cook, but declared that Capt.

Silent About Purple Snow. 

Asked with regard to the purple snow fields 
at the pole, the hummocks and crevasses ap- 
proaching the pole, Commander Peary said: 

“That is a range of information that I 
do not care to impart now.” 

Bearing on the Cook controversy, Com- 
mander Peary was asked: Are the Eskimos 
who were with Dr. Cook in his dash to the 
pole on your ship?“ 

No, but I talked with them.” 

‘Have you heard that any Eskimos were 
ever at the pole before yours?“ 

“No, never. No inducement that tould 
be offered them would tempt them out on that 
sea of ice until l went there. They knew by 
experience the Hability of the ice breaking 
up and carrying people away to death.“ 

‘Why did you not have a white witness at 
the pole?“ 

Because after a lifetime of effort I dear hy 
wanted the honor for myself.“ 


Says Pole Is Up to United States. 

Asked what would be the internationa! 
effect of planting the stars and stripes at 
the north pole, Commander Peary said that 
he had notified the secretary of state that he 
had taken possession of the pole in the name 
of the United States, and that it remained 
for the secretary to decide what that meant. 
He said he had left records on the ice at 
the pole. 

Commander Peary is done with active ex- 
ploring. 
in arctic and antarctic exploration, but from 
his home, and he declared that he will with- 
draw from field work. 

Commander Peary spoke feelingly of the 
death of Prof. Marvin of Cornell university, 
who at the head of one of the supporting 
patties broke through a lead of thin ice on 
the return trip.

SAFE BREAKERS DRIVEN WEST. 


Pinkerton Detective Agency Gives That 
Explanation for Bank Robberies in 
Illinois and Neighboring States. 


Tilinois and the country immediately sur- 
rounding it were the most fertile field for 
pank robberies during the last year, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the Pinkerton Na- 
tional Detective agency to the Bankers’ as- 
sociation in session here. 

This, the report explains, is due to the ac- 
tivity of detective agencies in the east in 
driving safe robbers west. Statistics of four- 
teen years show that in the bank robberies of 
that period 1,062 nonmembers of the agsocia- 
tion lost $1,468,879 and the 194 members of the 
association lost $147,065, or one-third of the 
average loss. 

The report adds that in 961 arrests made by 
Pinkerton detectives in bank robberies from 
1884 to 1909 convictions were obtained in 818 
cases.

It is charged that wom- 
en brought to the United States generally 
are of mature age, fully appreciating why 
they are brought to the United States. 


Few Young Girls Imported. 

It is denied that the traffic in girls of tender 
age has grown to any appreciable extent, In 
fact, all the evid nace is to the contrary. It 
is charged that the term slave used in 
this connection is a misnomer—that the wom- 
en come to the United States willingly and in 
some cases eagerly. ‘ 

While the officials are reticent in discussing 
the question, it is learned that many French 
women and Hungarians find their way into 
this country. Belgians have come tn large 
numbers, while Maly has supplied a fair pro- 
portion. 

That the white slave traffic will be made the 
subject of diplomatic exchanges between the 


United States and several European govern- 


ments is known, although officials of the 
state department absolutely decline to dis- 
cuss the matter. It is a delicate question, 
one that must be approached with extreme 
care, and the state department will give no 
publicity to the fact when its machinery is 
put in motion to get in touch with the Eu- 
ropean governments concerned.

A labor union has no right to exist if it 
is to be the tool of a political boss. But it is 
gratifying to see that conditions are chang- 
ing for the better. The small political boss 
is losing his hold; labor refuses longer to be 
manipulated, and unions are looking toward 
that time when they shall exist purely for 
the betterment of the rank and file and not 
for the aggrandizement of any self-appointed 
political leader. 

Times have been when Chicago suffered 
terribly because of strikes engineered by 
cheap politica) bosses. But things are im- 
proving. Labor should be educated to re- 
pudiate political bosses and to throw off the 
yoke of socialism and refuse to submit tofhe 
leadership where socialistic tendencies were 
encouraged,” 


Condemns Gompers’ Leadership. 

Mr. Bent, whose firm was among those to 
suffer during the labor troubles of 1901 and 
1902, condemned such labor heads as Gom- 
| pers and declared that with the decline of 
men of that stamp labor wouſd rise to a high- 
er plane. He commended tombinations of 
capital, eulogtzed the Standard Oil trust, and 
said that where men had the ability and re- 
sources to gather together capital for the or- 
ganization and conduct of great businesses 
they should not be interfered with. 

He said that great fortunes generally were 
wisely administered and that through 
' wealthy philanthropists these acumulations 
of wealth were wisely distributed for the 
good of the country.

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 14—[Special.]—That 
Chicago office building tenants are so un- 
appreciative of the efforts of managers to 
provide for their comfort and have wasted 
so much ice water the managers have de- 
cided to get along without ice water systems 
was a declaration made here today by J. E. 
Randall of Chicago. 

Mr. Randall read a paper on Systematic 
Office Management at the day’s session of 
the building managers’ convention at the 
Cadillac hotel. 

An eastern delegate stated it as a known 
fact that some Chicago, building managers 
assess the ice companies for delivering ice in 
their buildings for individual tenants, while 
others are financially interested in water 
supply companies, and from these sources 
they enjoy a revenue of several thousand 
Gollars a year. 

Do you see now why the tenants in Chi- 
cago don’t ‘appreciate’ ice water ser vice,“ 
this speaker concluded.

Tuesday—It seems a shame that such a 
miserable little tub should pollute such a’ 
clean, beautiful sea. If one is compelled 
to travel, as I shall have to, for days ana 
days. over à long stretch of ocean, it would 
geem that better accommodation might be. 
provided. But at any rate we are headed 
gouth, and I am in for it. Apparently I am 
to see more of Australia, or, at any rate, it is 
going to cost me more time to see it than I 
had figured on. At this time next year it win 
be possible to go direct from Sourabaye to 
German New Guinea, passing Macassar and 
the Moluccas, without taking a month’s 
journey around Australia, 

Yes, we are now headed south, for just at 
dusk we entered Lombok strait, a harrow 
passage between the islands of Bali and 
Lombok. When we emerge tomorrow morn- 
ing we will be in the Indian ocean. 


Last night we jogged along through the 


Straits of Madoera, a long broad body of 
‘water lying between the tiny eastern tip of 
Java and the big island of Madoera. Toward 
noon the low lying shore of Madoera disap- 
peared from sig but at the south of us 
we had, for the ‘better part of the day, a 
splendid view of the beautiful coast of the 
eastern end of Java, sil densely wobdded. 
even far back into the interior, up out of 
which rises the graceful and symmetrical 
cone of lofty Argapoera and other near-by 
yolcanoes of the Jang range. 


Sorry to Miss Boli. 


In the afternoon we entered the beautiful 
Bunda sea, calm, cool, and exquisitely blue 
and lovely. We have left the great volcano 
of Merapi and others at the extreme tip of 
Java far behind, and to our south lies the 
beautiful island of Bal, with its high moun- 
tains inland. It is with a distinct regret that 
J leave Bali without having visited it. Its 
ancient temples and its modern life must be 
exceedingly interesting, and it was one of 


the islands which 1 fully expected to visit. 


The sunset was one of rare beauty. If I 
may judge of the beauties of the far famed 
Bands sea from what I have beheld today, 
ft must, indeed, He the most beautiful sea in 
All the world. 

Friday- es, there is no doubt of this being 
the Indian ocean. We are headed straight 
fouthwest, to Roebuck bay, where we are 
ue tomorrow. For three days we have 
tumbied about in our little stinky tub, rolling 
one Gay, pitching another, and doing both 
the third. Each dey the weather has grown 
perceptibly cooler, as we left. the equator 
behind us, and each day the sunsets have 
grown more and more beautiful. 

_ This evening I witnessed\one of the most 
marvelously beautiful sunsets I have ever 
geen in my life. The effects, apparently, 
had been carefully throught out and the 
whole was carried through without a hitch 
dn in an incredibly short space of time. The 
Moment the sun went down in the west, the

Our little tub is now packed with Austral- 
fan humanity; every cabin has from three 
to four passengers, except mine. Several 
days ago I was warned of what would prob- 
ably happen, and I made proper arrange- 
ments with the steward. He told me this 
morning that they would murder him if it 
became known that I had a cabin by my- 
self. They even sleep in the stuffy lttle 
smoke room. 

This Australian crowd is rough and ready, 
hard drinkers, but polite and generous. The 
majority of them have never been beyond 
Austrailia, and many never out of West 


Australia. Outside of the few educatéd © 


men, the language of West Australia is Cock- 
ney. At every port we touch every one of 
our passengers goes ashore, and takes a 
drink. whiskey, at the pub,“ with fts female 
barmaid; and everybody ashore crowds into 
the little bar on board to have a few drinks— 
which are expensive, as seems everything 
on this coast.

Curtiss said that he had received many 
orders for aeroplanes from all parts of Eu- 
rope, but that he could not accept many of 
them, as he could not guarantee early deliv- 
ery. He expressed pleasure at Santos-Du- 
mont’s notable achievement, and added that 
he hoped to equal if not surpass it in the near 
future from experience gained at Rheims and 
Brescia.

RAINS 1 INCH IN HALF HOUR 


Short,

CAME JUST AT CLOSING HOUR. 


Down Town Basements, Usually 
Flooded, Escape. 4 


A steady downpour of rain lasting half 
an hour flooded the streets all over the city 
at 5:30 p. m. yesterday. Nearly one inch of 
rain. fell .within that short.space of time 
and the rainfall for the entire day up to 
8 p. m. as registered at the local weather 
bureau was 1.06 inches. 

The drenching shower struck the city sud- 
denly at an hour when shoppers and business 
people were returning to their homes, Hun- 
dreds splashed through the flooded streets 
on every principal corner to get into cars 
and groups of delegates to the bankers’ con- 
vention were caught going from the meeting 
places to their hotels. 


Autoists Are Drenched. 


Automobile parties in the boulevards were 
caught unawares and soaked in the heavy 
downpour. 

Because of the shortness of the time during 
which the heavy rdin lasted, but few of the 
basements in the downtown district which 
usually suffer were flooded. No calls were 
received at the fire alarm office for engines 
to pump out basements. In the north side 
residence districts the water stood on the 
streets because fallen leaves had stopped 
the drains at the entrances of the sewers. 


Storm Was Widespread. 


Rain was general throughout the central 
Mississippi valley and the region of Lake Su- 
perior and Lake Michigan during the day. It 
was the first heavy rain for the month of 
September in this area.

Noted Horseman Says Russia 
in Particular Is Devel- 
oping Sport. 


OUT OF GAME FOR GOOD. 
Purposes Keeping Few Pedigreed 
„Nags for Pleasure of Hay- 
ing Good Ones. 


C. K. G. Billings, Who has returned from 
@ tour of continental Europe, where he gave 
an edition de luxe exhibition of American 
trotting horses, predicts a brilliant future 
for the Russian horse, which has been de- 
veloped within the last decade to a remark- 
able extent, 


The owner of Lou Dillon and the greatest 
aggregation of harness horses in America 
talked freely about the developments of the 
racing game and its adjuncts in Europe while 
at his rooms in the Chicago Athletic club yes- 
} terday. He has been in the east nearly.a 
month since his tour of the continent. 

Mr. Billings’ prediction that Russia is be- 
coming one of the leading nations of the 
world in the breeding of trotting hérses is based 
upon the conditions under which racing is con: 
ducted in that country. There is at least one 
respect in which Russia is democratic,”’ he said, 
and that is in the racing game. I saw fifteen 
horses enter a race in Russia, and five of them 
were driven by royalty. On the track there was 
nothing to distinguish the prince or the count 
from the common tradesman, The drivers were 
known by their colors and all had equal rights. 


Only Sport for Russia. 


„ Russia knows only one form of sport, and that 
is racing. There fs no golf or baseball, no auto- 
biles except for business, grid nothing to detract 
from racing as the national game and the only 
game of any consequence. 

„% There are several things that we can learn 
from the Russians in their national pastime, They 
have stricter rules governing racing and are abso- 
lute in their enforcement, The system is entirely 
| different from ours. Every race is a dash and con- 
sist of only one heat. Two year olds cannot go 
more than a half mile a day and s year olds are 
limited to a mile. Races are started quickly and 
horses are not worn out by scoring. The purses 
offered are much larger than those in America. 

The Russian trotti horse is larger than the 
American and is ag fast horse. A breeding of 
the native Orloff with American horses is pro- 
ducing @ remarkable type: I saw a horse that has 
won $100,000 in purses this season. He could go 
on an American track in about 2:06, I should 
judge. The Russian tracks are slower. 


More Money for Races Here. 


The lid is not kept on in Russia as in the east 
of the United States. and there is every encourage- 
ment of the game. We are not going backward in 
this country, however. More money will be given 
in purses. to owners of horses in the United States 
than ever before. All through the west racing is 
getting a firmer hold, and every county fair has its 
races, with better showings of horses. 

In Germany there is also much interest in trot- 
ting horses, but it is not the national game as in 
Russia I was surprised when I went to Moscow 
just after the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
organization of the Moscow Trotting association. 
The racetrack was an immense affair, and the 
interest taken in the races was a revelation to me. 

Mr. Billings said he had no intention of return- 
ing to the racing game in America and that he 
purposed to keep some good horses, but merely 
for the pleasure of having a good horse. Two of 
the well known trotters from his stables were left 
in Europe. Fleming Boy was given to the Russian 
government and Delight was placed in Germany.

SPARE CHINA THIS AFFLICTION. 

China has no standards of weight ca- 
pacity and length uniform throughout. the 
empire. Those of one province differ 
from those of another. All is uncertain- 
ty and confusion. China would get more 
practical benefit from a respectable sys- 
tem of weights and measures than it 
would from a parliament. There must 
be a change, but not the change the 
stelid, self-satisfied Brifons meditate 
thrusting upon the empire. They pro- 
pose in the name of reform to afflict the 
Chinese with their own abominable, hid- 
eous, atrocious, and irrational system of 
weights and measures. A greater calam- 
ity could hardly be visited upon the al- 
ready thrice wretched Chinese. 

The English system is a nightmare to 
every logical mind. That part of it which 
is not founded upon a misapprehension— 
like the thermometer—is purely artificial, 
arbitrary, and unrelated. America has 
inherited most of it, but not all.

THE BRITISH BUDGET. 

The progress of a bill through congress 
or a state legislature is often marked by 
a series of vote getting concessions and 
compromisés.

That seems to be the fate 
of the budget which the chancellor of the 
exchequer is now pushing through the 
house of commons.

Col. Gerald J. Cuthbert's appointment by 
King Edward to succeed Col. Fred Romilly 
as regimental commander of the Scots 
guards serves to recall the fact that three 
years ago he was removed by the war depart- 
ment from the commend of one of the two 
battalions of the corps in connection with a 
sensational haging scandal. 

The victim was a young subaltern of the 
name of Clark Kennedy, whose father used 
to be well known in Boston, where some 
twenty-five years ago he married a Miss 
Appleton.

The affair created a great deal of fuss at 
the time, and as the result of a court of in- 
quiry Lieut. Col. Cuthbert, a veteran of many 
campaigns, was deprived of his battalion 
command for not having had his officers un- 
der better control. The sympathy of the serv- 
ice and of the public was, however, all with 
the colonel, and there was a disposition to 
take a lenient! view of the raggers on the 
ground that they had plenty of provocation, 
young Clark Kennedy being shortly after 
compelled to resign from the army, while 
his return to civil Hfe was signalized by his 
being gazetted as a bankrupt.

As such he 
will be constantly in the entourage of the 
king and queen, since the guards are in- 
trusted with the protection of the royal fam- 
ily, furnishing all the sentries within and 
without the various palaces,

Col. Cuthbert belongs to the well known 
Northumberland family of Cuthbert, and it 
is his nephew, Capt. James Harold Cuthbert, 
formerly of the Scots guards, who is the 
head of the house and the owner of Beau- 
front castle in that county, near Hexham, 
While the Cuthberts have been identified 
with border life for several centuries, they 
hail originally from Scotland, were known 
in ancient times as the Cuthberts of Castle- 
hill, from whom the French statesman, Col- 
bert, the famous minister of Louis XIV., 
claimed descent. 

Beaufront belonged to the Carnabys and to 
the Erringtons before passing into the pos- 
session of the Cuthberts, is a stately and 
picturesque place, but was the scene a 
couple of years ago of a shocking tragedy.

The news that Gov. Deneen of Illinois, who 
contemplates the issuance bf a call for a spe- 
eial session of the state legislature, will, 
among other subjects to be considered, ask 
for the grant of more explicit power for the 
regulation of the rates charged by express 
companies is of general public interest.

The express companies have exerted a pow- 
erful and malign influence in preventing 
wholesome legislation for the improvement 
of the parcels post system of the country.

If these operatives would carry 
out the rules and orders of the company the 
losses of lives and of property would beso 
reduced that they would scarcely be worthy 
of mention.

Care of Leather Furniture. 

Most housekeepers regard their leather 
furniture as a thing to be dusted only and 
left to ite fate.

CALLED A NEW ALLIANCE. 


: Lovett Chosen Head of Southern 
Pacific Committee; Tribute 
to E. H. Harriman. 


New Tork. April 14.— [Special.] — What 
Wall street regards as one of the most sig- 
nificant of recent financial developments was 
the election today of J. P. Morgan Jr. to the 
late E. H. Harriman’s place on the board of 
directors of the National City. bank. It is 
taken to indicate harmonious relations be- 
tween Morgan and the so-called Standard Oil 
group of financiers. 

Robert S. Lovett, who was elected chair- 
man of the executive committee of the Union 
Pacific railroad on Monday, was elected to 
a similar pos‘tion with the Southern Pacific 
at a special meeting of the directors. Jacob 
H. Schiff and William Rockefeller, elected 
. to the board, were made members of the ex- 
ecutive committee, as was done by the Union 
Pacific directors. Mr. Schiff succeeds the 
Jate W. D. Cornish, and Rockefeller succeeds 
Harriman. No action was taken on electing 
@ new president in Harriman’s place. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, Henry W. De Forest, 
and Marvin Hughitt were appointed a com- 
mittee to draw up resolutions on the death of 
Harriman. 


Morgan’s Election Significant. 
The election ot J. F. Morgan Jr. to the 
-@rectorate of the National City bank was 
ven added weight because it followed so 
closely upon the recent reports that the 
interests were about to take an 
active interest in the government of the 
Harriman roads and that the younger Mor- 
‘gan was siated as the ultimate successor of 
Mr. Harriman in the command of the Union 
and Southern Pacitic systems. 

The National City bank, largest of the 
Mation’s tinancia! institutions, is controlted 
Dy the Kuhn-Loeb and Standard Oil inter- 
ests, which have assumed a commanding 
position—-for the time being, at least—in the 
executive committee of the Union Pacific. 
George W. Perkins of the firm of J. F. Mor- 
San & Co. is already a director of the bank, 
and the additional recognition given thelirm 
today. was taken by many in the financial 
district’ to mean not merely the existence 
‘of an entente cordiale. but the consumma- 
‘tion of an active working alliance between 
the two great groups of American nnan- 
ciers. 

The National City bank. referred to by the 
general public as the Standard Oil bank,“ 
has resources aggregating more than $300,- 
000,000, while the First National, known as 
the Morgan bank,” has resources approx- 
imating $150,000,000. The tremendous re- 
sources of the two combined are at once ap- 

‘parent. 

The commanding position which the Na- 
tional City bank -interests now hold in the 
Harriman railroads is indicated by the fact 
that four of the six members of the recon- 
structed executive committee of the Union 
Pacific are directors in the bank—Jacob H. 
Schiff, William Rockefeller, Frank A. Van- 
derlip, and Henry C. Frick. 


Southern Pacific Action Expected. 

The changes made in the Southern Pacific 
@irectorate as a result of Mr. Harriman's 
death were precisely the same as those made 
fn the Union Pacific directorate yesterday 
and were in line with the general expectation. 
R. S. Lovett succeeded Mr. Harriman as 
chairman of the executive committee, while 
Jacob H. Schiff and William Rockefeller were 
elected directors and made members of the 

; executive committee. As was the 
a ase st the Union Pacific meeting, no action 
* of 25 — taken in the matter of electing a succes- 
* to Mr. Harriman as president. 

The Harriman stocks moved upward on the 
market today, largely, however, in compli- 
ance with the recent optimistic reports of the 
future plans of the financiers. 

There were meetings today of the directors 
@f the lilinois Central railroad and of the 
Welis-Fargo company, in both of which Mr. 

Harriman had membership. Neither board 
took action to fill the vacancy, but President 
jFetahan of the Illinois Central was author- 
ized to appoint a committee to draft suitable 
‘Tesolutions on Mr. Harriman's death. 


Pay Tribute to Harriman. 
A committee of the Union Pacific consisting 
of Marvin Hughitt, Henry C. Frick, and 
Charles A. Peabody reported resolutions on 
the death of E. H. Harriman. A copy of these 
resotutions were first sent to Mrs. Harriman 
at Arden. Thefresolutions follow: 

“ Resolved, That the board of directors of Union 
Pacific with deep sorrow records the death of 
“dward Henry Harriman gt his country place at 
Arden, N. Y. at 3:35 o’clock cn the afternoon of 
Sept, 9, 1909, in the sixty-second year of his age.

COMMITTEE TO CUT EXPENSE 
OF THE MONEY ORDER SYSTEM. 


Dispensing of Mail Advices Alone 
Would Save Government the Sum 
of $500,000 in a Year. : 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 14—[Special.] 
—Postmaster General Hitchcock has ap- 
pointed a special committee to investigate 
the money order system and recommend 
such changes as will reduce the expenses 
without a loss in efficiency. | 

The special committee is cansidering the 
advisability of dispensing with mall advices 
to the postmasters after the money order is 
issued, It is estimated that it cost the de- 
partment more than $500,000 a year to use 
the advices. More than 64,000,000 were used 
last year and it expected that the number 
will reach 67,000,000 this. year. 

Methods for expediting the issuance of 
money orders also are being considered, 
and the wisdom of reviving the postal note 
abolished by an act of congress in 1894 also 
will receive attention. 

A simplification of the delivery of regis- 
tered mail has been recommended to Post- 
master General Hitchcock by the committee 
of registery experts appointed by him to 
suggest improvements in the service. The 
committee has recommended that delivery. 
be made to any responsible adult at the 
place of address except in cases where the 
sender indicates on the envelope his desire 
to have a personal delivery made.

Rosen 
Was arrested yesterday and forced to give 
bail as assurance he would not leave the 
city. He was grilled all day yesterday before 
Referee in Bankruptcy Frank L. Wean in an 
unsuceessful effort to locate assets. 


“Guesses” Liabilities $12,000. 
Rosen claims to have been doing a perfect- 
ly legitimate business, and on the stand sald 
“he guessed his liabilities were about $12,000 
and his assets about $1,500." Silas J. Whit- 


lock, president of the credit association, and 


Mark C. Rasmussen, manager of its adjust- 
ment bureau, have bills and other papers to 
show that $17,000 is due 250 creditors already 
heard from, and they are still receiving re- 
ports. The carloads of merchandise now 
lying in railroad yards will be shipped back 
to the consignors.

A short time ago the local credit association 
began to look into Rosen’s business, and 
William E. Webster, assistant superintend- 
ent of Pinkertons National Detective agency, 
was detailed to make an investigation. On 
the strength of his report Cluett, Peabody 
& Co., D. B. Fisk & Co., O. W. Richardson 
& Co., Nonotuck Silk company, and the 
Goshen Shirt company filed the inydluntary 
petition in- bankruptcy against Rosen. 


Most of Stock in Windows. 


It is alleged that most of the stock at the 
Lincoln Bargain store was kept in the win- 
dows, and was disposed of at “50 cenfs on 
the dollar sales, some of it below the actual 
cost, and much was reshipped to the outside 
branches in the original crates and boxes. 

Morris Rosen, a brother, according to the 
men now seeking to locate assets, was the 
traveling salesman for Henry, and went 
from city to city finding a market for the 
stock. 

Rosen established himself in the good 
graces of the jobbers and manufacturers by 
paying cash for his first dozer shipments, 
and then using these firms as references for 
subsequent credit. ‘He stated that he oh- 
tained his start in business through funds 
given him by his mother. She occupied the 
stand for a long time during the afternoon, 
but was as guarded in her statements as her 
son. She admitted giving Rosen sums of 
money, and acknowledged receiving $95) 
from him “in repayment of a loan within 
the last ten days.“
